SILENCING THE AGITATORS. 


Reports from England 
concerning 
the new Anglo-Japanese treaty are al­ 
together 
pleasing. 
It is understood 
that the new treaty will be commer­ 
cial rather than military and that the 
clause providing for military assist­ 
ance to be given one party by the oth­ 
er in case of attack will either be eli­ 
minated or else clarified in such a wTay 
as to give the United States an explicit 
guarantee against a hostile Anglo- 
Japanese combination. 
There has never been any real dan­ 
ger of such a combination against this 
country because, in the first place, the 
British Dominions would never have 
consented to it and 
because, 
in the 
second place, the original treaty con­ 
tained a clause, providing that Great 
Britain should not be obliged to de­ 
clare war against a country with 
which she had a treaty of arbitration. 
But, as matters have stood, the anti- 
Japanese agitators have been able to 
make capital out of the treaty among 
the ignorant and the prejudiced, and 
it has in this way exerted an evil ef­ 
fect upon Anglo-Japanese relations. It 
was important in the highest degree 
that this be corrected before the treaty 
was renewed, and the forecast of the 
new treaty indicates that this will be 
accomplished in an entirely adequate 
way.

TALKING THINGS OVER WITH 
BANKERS. 


The second of the series of confer­ 
ences between 
leading bankers and 
other financial leaders of the country 
and President Harding has been call, 
ed. At this meeting the Middle West 
will predominate, just as at the first 
one the Easterners did. 
It is expect­ 
ed that when the conferences have all 
been held all sections of the United 
States will have participated and have 
been heard through the men who rep­ 
resent the financial interests of each. 
The President varies the monotony 
of the dry discussions by giving a din­ 
ner and it is over the table of good 
things that the talks are carried on. 
These meetings of the “money in­ 
terest” have so far caused little com­ 
ment. They are taken quite as a mat­ 
ter of course. Yet, it is pointed out, in 
the 
first 
white 
house 
dinner 
tor the Eastern financiers, “such a din­ 
ner company would not have been as­ 
sembled during the Presidency of eith­ 
er of Mr. Harding’s immediate prede­ 
cessors. 
If by any chance it had oc­ 
curred, it would

cry at all and nearly everybody seems 
pleased at the spectacle of the Presi­ 
dent and the “money barons”—that’s 
what they used to be called up to a 
very short time ago—putting their 
heads together around the white 
house dinner table. 
Of course the reason why the Pres­ 
ident of the United States is now able 
to do this thing which the President of 
the United States would not have been 
able to do two years ago or four years 
ago or ten years ago is wrell under­ 
stood. The public has learned from 
experience that the 
country cannot 
prosper if business is treated like a 
public 
enemy. 
Nevertheless, 
while 
the course of events has cleared the 
way by bringing about a far-reaching 
change in the public’s attitude, the 
President himself has helped to make 
it possible to hold these white house 
conferences 
without 
giving* dema­ 
gogues a chance to make capital. 
He has persuaded the country of his 
good intentions and his sincerity. 
He 
has contrived to diminish very greatly 
the feeling that he would prove to be a 
rubber stamp for reactionaries. 
Per­ 
haps most effective of all, he has man­ 
aged to invest the white house with an 
atmosphere of real democracy, an at­ 
mosphere which seems somehow to be 
the very reverse of exclusiveness. This 
has undoubtedly made it much safer 
for him to have the “money barons” in 
to dinner. 
So far so good. 
But, as is pointed 
out iii dispatches from Washington, it 
behooves Mr. Harding to take note of 
■the tendencies 
of his 
former col­ 
leagues in the senate who seem to be 
trying to make that body as exclusive 
as possible and restore its old atmos­ 
phere of a “rich man’s club.” This ad­ 
ministration 
cannot dissociate itself 
from the majority in the senate, and 
the senate majority seems just now to 
provide the4 public with a dozen good 
reasons tor becoming again intensely 


THE SUPREME COURT VACANCY. 
A strong Eastern republican news­ 
paper discussing the supreme court 
vacancy, mentions the fact that form­ 
er Ambassador John W. Davis is one 
of the best fitted men in America for 
the chief justiceship but admits that 
there s scant likelihood of President 
Harding naming a democrat. 
There 
are only three democrats on the court 
at present and the republicans will 
outnumber them two to one if a re­ 
publican is named to succeed Chief 
Justice White. 
Nevertheless, it is as 
good as certain that a republican will 
be named and if the appointee is, like 
Mr. Taft, a man who commands na­ 
tional respect and confidence, there 
will be no murmur because of the par­ 
tisan complexion of the national high 
tribunal. 
However, every day that passes les­ 
sens the likelihood that Mr. Taft will 
be appointed. 
The possibility of the 
chief justiceship becoming vacant has 
been before Mr. Harding ever since 
he entered the white house. 
If Mr. 
Harding had been predisposed to give 
it to Mr. Taft the presumption is that 
he would have acted 
at once 
and 
thus 
avoided 
raising 
false 
hopes 
in 
the 
minds 
of 
other 
eligibles. 
The 
more

situation the greater appears to be 
the likelihood that Mr. Hughes will 
be the next chief justice. 
There will 
be disappointment and a measure of 
resentment if he should leave his work 
in the cabinet at this time but probab­ 
ly he would not be deterred on this ac­ 
count from doing so.
